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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains the positions set forth in the 
Final Office. Specifically, examiner maintains that the restriction requirement was proper. Additionally, examiner maintains that inherently 
the polymeric shell material (gelatin) comprises pendant ionic groups which form an ionic bridge with the structuring agent (clay). In 
support of the inherency argument, it is noted that Munteanu expressly discloses that physical forces hold the encapsulated core material 
(polymeric shell material), the structuring agent, and the unconfined fragrance oil together. Additionally, it is noted that applicant discloses 
that suitable, ionic bond forming materials include gelatin and clay as the polymeric material and the structuring agent, respectively. It has 
been held that products of identical chemical composition cannot have mutually exclusive properties; applicant has not shown that the 
prior art products do not inherently possess the characteristics of the claimed product. In response to applicant's argument that the gelatin 
of Munteanu is crosslinked, hence does not possess reactive sites to form ionic bridges, it is noted that only Example D involves 
crosslinking gelatin. The examples cited by examiner in the Final Office action do not involve crosslinking of the gelatin, hence, as per 
applicant's argument, rendering available reactive sites for ionic bridging. 
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
